It is @ common. and trite saying that 
persons who live in gles houses should not: 
throw stoncs. Scutica complains of Mr 
Hutchinson’s English. Here is a specimen 
of Scutica’s. Speaking of his felluw-wadors 
in the slough of despond:he remarks that 
they ‘will be ablo to appreciate the boon 
vonferred on all who could read Gorman 
by the author.” Why did not Scuticn say 
by the hoar or by the yard? According to 
the little book at my elbow the sentence 
would have read better had it beon written 
“the boon conferred by the author on all 
who could-read Gorman.” 

Scutica gives ono passage which he has 
translated from the Gorman as.an improve- 
ment on Mr Hutchinson's. Scutica’s transla- 
tion is tho most miserable, puerile, halt- 
ing and indefinite piece of composition 
Ihave seen in print. It runs as follows ; 
—‘* Even against-a degenerate Christendom 
a8 far as it, potrified in outward form, drags 
out its existence without inner spiritual lite, 
and represents, as formerly in the case of 
the Byzantina Empire, by its worldJinessa and 
sensucusness, & christianised henthendom—- 
even against sucha Christendom, Moham- 
medan fanaticism serves as the scourge of 
God, the educating task of which may not 
yet be ontirely completed.” 

Mr Hutchinzop’s translation runs :— 
“*Molametan fanaticism serves’ as the 
scourge of God, whoso corrective task can- 
not be entirély completed, whilst in the | 
prosonce of degenerate Christendom, para- 
lysed amidst its external forms, drugging 
on its existence without inner sptritual ‘life 
and offering as of old under Byzantine rae, 
a Christianised heathenisin, earthy . and 
sensuous.” Infinitely suporior to Soutica’s, 
though oven this is too long and heavy. It 
lacks the aprightliness of a good writer. 

Scutica foels his own translation to be 
weak, for he thinks it ia not all it showld 
be, a point on which I can agree with him. 
Tho halting of the phrase ‘Sas far as. it,”
